The Baseline Score for the Quantity Index be defined as the total number of

regular and alternate certification program completers who completed their

programs between the dates of July 1, 2000 and June 30, 2001.

The Quantity Score be compared to the Baseline Score to determine the

per centage of increase or decrease and the following grades be assigned to the

r espective per centages:

A+:  +15% and greater differencebetween Quantity Scoreand Baseline Score

A: +5% to +14% difference between Quantity Score and Basdline Score

B: -3% to +4% difference between Quantity Score and Baseline Score

C: -4% to-15% difference between Quantity Score and Baseline Score

BelowC: -16% and greater difference between Quantity Score and Baseline
Score

Grades be assigned to mean scor esfrom surveysadminister ed each year tofirst

year teachers who completed their programs the previous year. The following

grades be assigned to the respective mean scores.

A+: 128 and above
A: 117.0-127.9
B: 107.0- 116.9
C: 93.0-106.9

Below C: Below 93.0

All valuesfor gradesbe converted to scaled scoressothat “ A/A+” resultsbe 125
and “C/Below C” results be 80.

During 2002-2003, the Graduate Satisfaction Survey be assigned a weight of
12.5% instead of 25% due to the survey only being administered to traditional
programcompleters. Thesurvey should maintain aweight of 25% oncetraditional
and alternate certification program completersrespond to the survey.

If data are available for less than 10 students at an institution during a
given year, use two consecutive years of data to determine an average
score. If two consecutive years of data are not available, the specific
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variable not beintegrated into the accountability formula until

sufficient data are available.

7. The term “High Performing Teacher Preparation Program” replace
the label “Quality Teacher Preparation Program” in the accountability system.

8. Institutionsthat enter into Corrective Action not be assigned an

additional label at theend of thefirst year and not berequired to

address new accountability indicators until they have exited Corrective Action
at the end of the two-year time period.

9. Ingtitution that enter into Corrective Action and reach a “ Satisfactory” level
within a one-year time period have the “At-Risk” or “Low-Performing” labe
removed and exit Corrective Action. The campuswill be given a one-year grace
period and assigned a label of “ Transtional Teacher Preparation Program” for
one year. Data for new indicators will be reported to the public; however, the
ingtitution will not be held accountable for new indicator s until the end of the
second year .
